IN THE NORTH

WATER ECONOMY 
May 6. 
Shanghai’ 





‘The problem of 
water “economy has provid- 
led a pretty study. Water 
waste arises, in essence, -from 
ithe belief that water by some 
mysterious means comes from 
the heavens and costs nothing. 
This matters little in a 
village community, perhaps. 
When to a highly organised 
lurban area waterworks, involving 
scientific and engineering enter- 
prise, have to be given, the 





development of costs on a fixed 
rate becomes uneconomic. In 
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bine to make a precise measure- 
ment of consumption absolutely 
necessary as the basis of 
charges. Three years ago, when 
the fall in exchange and ever- 
inereasing per capita consump- 











‘tion of water in Shanghai com- 
pelled the Council to authorise 
a surcharge of 25 per cent. on 





all water rates, this problem 
reached an acute stage. Mr. 
Nicholas Hill was called in to 
‘give an independent report, His 
verdict showed that Shanghai 
was getting cheap water and 
that the Shanghai Waterworks 
Company was rendering efficient 
service. Asked to make a specific 
reference to the question of 
metering Mr, Hill, who is a 
leading American expert, declar- 
ed strongly in favour of meter- 
ing as the only method of effec: 
tively and economically restrict- 
ing household waste. He also 
considered reasonable the Com- 
pany’s estimate that metering 
would reduce the domestic per 
capita consumption from 88. to 
20 gallons a day—a saving of 
about 83 per cent, of the average 
daily pumpage in Shanghal. 
Mr. Hill's report emphasised 
the necessity for charging to con- 
sumers living in low rental pre- 
mises a lower rate than that for 
premises of a higher rental. It 
said: 
“It_may and probably will be 
necessary to unbalance meter 
rates in, Shanghai in order that 
the ‘total revenue derived from 
small Chinese domestic consumers, 
who are favoured by the present 
flat, rates, will not bo ‘unduly 
increased,’ This may be accom: 
plished without inerensing and 
Probably after lessening the 
Giscrimination against, ‘larger 
domestic and industrial con- 
sumers under present rates.” 
‘The agreement made last year 
between the Company and the 
Council provided for a flat meter 
vate. When returns were availe 
able from those areas in which 
meters were first installed, it 
was found that individual 
tenants in and owners of low 
rental properties. had to pay 
considerably more than under 
the old fixed rate. In the East- 
ern area the average was over 
four times as much and con~ 
siderably more where gross 
‘waste had been occurring, With 
‘the Council's approval the Come 
pany therefore made a substan- 
tial rebate where charges wero 
greatly in excess of the old rates 
to give property owners time to 
put their fittings in good repair 
and—above all—persuade their 
tenants to, exercise reasonable 
economy. ‘The majority of the 
low rental property owners wero 
satisfied with this treatment 
which, in fact, did eredit to tho 
Company's sense of fairness. It 
clearly followed the lines of Mr. 
Hill's” ‘championship of tho 
interests of the small Chinese 
owner. Tt had to be reinforced 
by patience with recalcitrants 
who refused to recognise the 
generosity of the rebate and re- 
fused to pay their authorised 
rates. ‘The Company waited for 
several months and then had no 
‘option but to discontinue supply 
to those premises, taking care 
however to give tree water from 
the nearest street hydrant until

allows for an abnormal number

and_ establishes a safeguard 
against undue economy  which| 
might be prejudicial to public 
health. Stimulated by apprecia- 
tion of the sympathetic con- 
sideration given to the problem 
by the Company and the Council, 
the property owners are believed 
to be taking specil steps to 
encourage the economic use of 
water. This move will be 
watched with much interest. Tt 
ihdieates a wise sense of the 
realities of the position. One 
important company, at least, has

MOUNTAIN MYSTERIES 
May 4. 

It any doubt, remained of the 
hazards faced by the airmen of 
the Houston Expedition in their 
successful flight over Everest, it 
were surely dissipated after 
reading in this journal yesterday, 
‘the graphic account of the sub- 
Sequent conquest of Kangchen- 
Junga. On foot the ascent of 
Kangchengjunga is held by 
experts, including Brigadier E. 
IF. Norton who holds the record 
‘for the highest climb on Everest, 
to be far more formidable than 
that which is now being attempt- 
ed by the Ruttledge Expedition, 
Mr. F. 8. Smythe, the leader of 
the sticcessful ascent of Kame! 
and a member of Professor 
‘Dyhrenfurth's -Kangehenjunga 
party in 1930, points out that 
the weather round Kangchen- 
junga restricts the climber s0 
Severely in point of time that the 
ghances of success amount to a 
Gesperate gamble. Everest is 
still unconquered on foot and, 
like Kangchenjunga, it has now 
een flown over. Tt is officially 
846 feet:higher than the “other 
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lchain but it does not present! 
the special difficulties | which 
ake the weather gamble s0 
intense on Kangehenjunga, In 
1931 Herr Paul Bauer and his! 
young Bavarians made a most 
magnificent second attack on! 
Kangehenjunga, After reaching 
25,700 feet they were brought 
up against an insurmountable’ 
[wall of dangerous snow which 
already showed several fissures. 
No chance of the weather im- 
proving appeared to offer; the! 
attempt had to be abandoned and! 
the party, which had brought! 
Herr Bavier within measurable! 
distance of crowning his gallant 
failure of 1929, had to withdraw. 
Everest and’ Kangchenjunga 
stand out as islands of elevation 
land are from 5,000 to 6,000 feet!

Kangehenjunga, rising out of 
deep, humid tropical valleys, is 
likely to be adverse. If ‘the 
climb is attempted after the 
monsoon, the wind conditions 
imay be jess erratic but there is 
the possibly graver risk of the 
heavy snowfall presaging the 
coming of winter for the folks 
below. ‘The same considera- 
tions broadly apply to the ascent 
lof Everest. which Mr. Hugh 
Ruttledge and his party are now 
jattempting. During this month 
they will have to make most of| 
its ‘progress. By the middle of 
June the monsoon may arrive on 
the north face of the mountain, 
The danger of being caught 
high on Everest in soft new 
snow is the danger of avalanches 
lon only about 1,500 fect of 
descent from the North Col.

displayed a desire to remain on, 
‘terms with foreigners of all natio 
and. refrained from attacking or 
molesting the various Protestant and 
Roman Gatholic Missions within the 
walls.

‘of the rebel chiefs to preserve order 
among their followers, the city was 
deserted by its population, which 
fled en masse to swell the Hood. of 
refugees then inundating the foreign 
xettlements, or to seek shelter amon; 
‘the Europeans on the north bank o 
the river opposite Ningpo.
